Adequate good faith efforts mean that the biddek tall necessary and reasonable steps to achievgod which, by their
scope, intensity, and appropriateness, could redyhe expected to obtain sufficient MBE/WBE paptation. Adequate good
faith efforts also mean that the bidder activelgt aggressively sought MBE/WBE participation.

It is the bidder’s responsibility to neak portion
of the work available to MBE/WBE subcontractors aogpliers and to select those portions of the vaork
material needs consistent with the available MBEBMBbcontractors and suppliers, so as to facilitate
MBE/WBE participation. Evidence of such negotiatincludes the names, addresses, and telephoneersimb
of MBES/WBEs that were considered; a descriptiorthaf information provided regarding the plans and
specifications for the work selected for subcortingg and evidence as to why additional agreemeniid
not be reached for MBES/WBEs to perform the work.

(2) A bidder using good business judgment woulds@ter a number of factors in negotiating with suticactors,
including MBE/WBE subcontractors, and would taki@ma'’s price and capabilities as well as contrashlg
into consideration. However, the fact that themyrne some additional costs involved in finding asthg
MBES/WBEs is not in itself sufficient reason fobialder’s failure to meet the contract MBE or WBEaty)
as long as such costs are reasonable.

The bidder’s standing within itsustty, membership in specific groups, organizatiangssociates and
political or social affiliations (for example, umovs. non-union employee status) are not legitintateses for the
rejection or non-solicitation of bids in the biddeefforts to meet the project goal.

notification of the bidder’s inability to get MBE §VBE quotes.

Any other evidence that the bidder submits whiahwshthat the bidder has made reasonable goodefdttis to meet
the MBE and WBE goal.

the work it is actually performing and the MBE/WEEedit claimed for its performance of the work, amy other
relevant factors.

MBE/WBE Utilization in Trucking

While each contractor (prime, subcontractor, 2rd subcontractor) is responsible for accurate adaog of payments to
MBESs/WBEsS, it shall be the prime contractor’s rasfbility to report all monthly and final paymemformation in the correct
reporting manner.

Failure on the part of the Contractor to submit tequired information in the time frame specifiegynresult in the
disqualification of that contractor and any affiéaompanies from further bidding until the reqdineformation is submitted.
